A WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


Sensational Tragredy at Aurora, 
Mo. , Thursday.

For a long time there had been 
enmity between Foley and Duncan,

matter that he started out to the 
Feaster mine, on the V a n c e tract, 
where Fo le y was employed, armed 
w ith a double-barreled shotgun and 
revolver, with the intention of kill­ 


in g Foley. 
Green 
Lemaster, 
hearing

F o l e y ’ s danger, 
went out 
to the 
mine 
for the 
purpose 
of putting 
i i i m on his guard and perhaps pre­ 
vent the meeting of the tw o men. 
U p o n being informed of his peril 
F o le y started for the city, in com­ 
pany with Lemaster, go ing over on 
the 
V a n c e 
tract 
by 
the 
Concert 
house. 
A s they were passing the 
house Duncan made his appearance 
around a corner and faced them, at 
the same time leveling his gun at 
and telling Foley that he was going 
to kill him. 
A t ¿he 
instant he 
fired 
Foley 
jumped behind Lemaster, turning 
the latter partly around as he did 
so, and receiving only a portion of 
the charge of buckshot that was in­ 
tended for him, 
the bulk of the 
charge striking Lemaster near the 
right shoulder blade. 
F o le y started to 
run, 
but 
was 
brought to the ground by a second 
shot from D u n c a n ’s gun. 
T h e lat­ 
ter, running up to his victim and 
d ra w in g a revolver, shot him three 
times in the head. 
It is said after 
the first shot was fired by Duncan, 
F oley drew a revolver, but did not 
have' time to use it before 
being 
killed. 
T h e body was lying beside 
the revolver at the time the coro­ 
ner’ s jury viewed the remains. 
Duncan then came to the city and 
surrendered, 
while 
Lemaster 
was 
taken to his home on W e st College 
street, where he is receiving every 
possible attention. 
His wounds are 


not necessarily fatal.
